If Jerome woald 
persuade her to return to America 
and abandon the name of bonaparte. 

Tbe emperor bad already relocated 
the pope to publish a bull annulling 
Jerome s marriage. This the pope re¬ 
fused to do. Immediately Napoleon 
bad tbe Imperial council pass a de¬ 
cree of divorce. Jerome waa created 
a prince of tbe empire and advanced 
to tbe rank of admiral. Efforts were 
made to marry him to a European 
princess. 

Aa late as October. 18U6, Jerome still 
continued to write to bis bride, avow 
Ing bis unchangeable love, but events 
disproved bis loyalty, for In less than 
four years after hit nuptials In Baltl 
more bta final abandonment of Ids 
faithful American bride was confirmed 
by bis marriage to Princess Catherine 
of Wurtteinbcrg. Tbe marriage was 
celebrated with great Stomp and tbs 
approval of tbe etnpeesr. Tbe newly 
married couple Immediately proceeded 
to Westphalia, of wtfleb Jerome bad 
only receutly been made king. 

Tbe disconsolate bride and ber Infant 
soo bad returned to Baltimore. Het 
life imbtttered and ber spirit envenom¬ 
ed, she found no satisfaction tn living 
except In ambitious bope for the off 
spring of ber treacherous royal hue 
band. 

Her lore for Jerome waa transformed 
Into bate and contempt. Jerome offer 
ed ber a title &a princess and a dowel 
of 200.000 franca, which she refused 
When be learned that she had accepted 
a smaller pension from tbe emperot 
and rejected one from him so tnucb 
larger, be requested a reason for bet 
doing so. Kite replied sarrasttratly. “1 
prefer to hide under the wlug of bd 
angle rather than bang from the neck 
of a gosling.** Again Jerome advised 
her that she might have a borne is 
Westphalia. 8 be sent him tbe reply 
"Tour kingdom may be large, but It U 
not large enough for two queens.** 

Her fame for wit and repartee was 
International. There were a cutting vein 
of sarcasm and n pithiness of ho mot 
that made ber conversation Interesting 
by Ita brilliant and rackleaa malicious 
ness When abe waa ruthlessly abut 
out from the regal circ l es to which bet 
husband belonged. It Imbtttered ber 
against tbe democratic herd. Neverthe¬ 
less when abe visited Europe abe waa 
the toast of tbe salons and the center 
of attraction In coart and diplomatic 
circles 

She never saw ber husband but once 
niter be left ber nt Lisbon. Years aft 
erward Jerome waa In tbe gallery of 
the littl palace, in Florence, when 
Mme. Bonaparte was also a visitor. 

Jerome recognised ber aa abg silently 
walked by. and he whisper— to Ms 
other wife, Catherine, ‘That lady la 
my former wife." Tbe recognition waa 
mutual, but no words were Interchang¬ 
ed. and they never saw each other 
again. 

Her son developed a wonderful like- *1 Monroe Place, 
neas to bla famous uncle, the emperor, 
and abe lived In tbe bope that the re¬ 
vival of tbe empire would reinstate 
tbe Napoleonic dynasty and that ber 
son would be accorded bis Just posi¬ 
tion In tbe royal household. When tbe 
republic was overthrown In 1852 and 
tbe empire re-established. abe made a 
desperate effort to secure the recogni¬ 
tion of tbe validity of ber marriage 
and tbe legitimacy of ber son. Jerome 
entered a plea to tbe council of state 
demanding that "Jerome Patterson" 
should be prohibited from using the 
name of Bon a part a Tbe council de¬ 
cided that be waa a legitimate child 
and entitled to tbe name, bat did not 
recognise him aa a member of tbe 
royal family. 

Mme. Bonaparte lived to the ripe old 
age of 94. and ber latter years were 
characterised by eccentricities In¬ 
numerable. By parsimonious economy 
she accumulated a large estate, but 
ber vitriolic temperament held at a dis¬ 
tance many wbo admired her beauty, 
virtue and even Iter vaulting ambition. 

I stood beside her grave only a few 
hours after she was laid to rest, and I 
Cduld not help contrasting her madly 
romantic mesalliance with a royal 
traitor wltb the sweet love matches 
that have made tbe bappy homes of a 
great republic.—Bunny South.

tbe scions of European royalty, tbe 
mind naturally reverts to possibly tbe 
first, and undoubtedly tbe most famous 
and romantic, marriage of this charac¬ 
ter that the social auuala of this coun¬ 
try records.

Tbe wedding was an International 
sensation sml was followed by festivi¬ 
ties and hospitalities planned on a roy 
si scale An extensive tonr for those 
days through the New England and 
middle states was signalized by unex¬ 
ampled* ovations In the fashionable 
world. In tbe glamour and enthusiasm 
of democratic featlTltles tbe eventual¬ 
ity of royal disfavor was sadly dis¬ 
counted. 

Tbe father of tbe bride had already 
received warnings that the marriage 
would not meet with Napoleon's unc¬ 
tion and that tits approval wnnki be 
necessary to any happy or peaceful al¬ 
liance 

The brother of the bride was Imme¬ 
diately dispatched to Lotidou and Paris 
armed with m-cessnry credentials from 
Wsshlngton to Invoke the aid of onr 
representatives abroad to effect a cow 
cl I.a i Ion wltb Etnporor Napoleon. 
James Monroe, tbe minister at the 
court of Mt James, and Livingston at 
rnrts exhausted the agencies of di¬ 
plomacy In thrlr efforts, bnt tn no 
svalL Proposals were made to tbe em¬ 
peror that a munificent bounty would 
be provided for Jerome. Finally a 
promised reconciliation was secured 
from Jerome’s mother and all tbe fam¬ 
ily except that moat Important person 
Age. the emperor, wbo remained omi¬ 
nously silent. This silence was pain¬ 
fully broken In about four moo tbs 
when tbe emperor sent peremptory or¬ 
ders to the French consul general In 
America to withhold Jerome's supplies 
and prohibiting all French vessels from 
receiving on board tbe "young person" 
with whom Jerome was consorting. 
H« sent word to Jerome that If be 
would return to France without Mias 
ratteraon “tbe error of tbe moment” 
would be overlooked.
